Because FTP men were classified as politically unreliable, they did 
net have any weapons. However, when off duty, they wore regular 
OP Army uniforms with plain black shoulderboards (no other Insignia), 
While working, they wore a light green, two-piece work uniform with 
a plain field cap of the same material.
